The carrier .stopped 
in four camps. In each of these ply< 
typhoid fever appeared. 


Typhoid continues to be the chief 


menace for those

accidentally 


come in contact with contaminated 
water or food in the course of their 
travels. 


if you are going on a long journey 


an/1 plan to stop at several wayside 
carnps, it is advisable to be vaccinated 
against typhoid fever. This type of 
vaccination is now done by three in- 
jections ever a period of three weeks. 
It takes at least that long (or the pror 
tection to establish itself. 


If, heretofore, you are planning a 


trip, it will be best to go to the doctor 
six weeks in advance of the time of 
starting your trip in order to get these 
injections.

Both services fivmkly hope this will 
smoke out foreign Governments that 
want such information, and force them 
to offer some of their own in return— 
the usual international procedure. 


But all of this is not enough really 


to plug all the leaks in Uncle Sam's 
pecpshow. Cur espionage laws pro- 
vide penalties ranging from two years 
in proson to twenty for "unlawfully 
obtaining or pormiuing to be obtained 
information affecting the national de- 
fense" or for "unlawfully disclosing 
information affecting national defense" 
or conspiring lo obtain and disclose in- 
formation. Fines up to §10,000 are 
also provided and concealing violators, 
or obstructing justice—which is -some- 
thing to think about for the German 
steamship people who let spies escape 
to safety in Hitler's bosom. 


New Laws Coming • 


But tor nearly twenty years the en- 


forcement of these laws passed in war- 
time has been weak, first because of 
efforts to stretch them to cover Red 
propagandists and then by the influ- 
ence of those very propagandists who 
accused the Government of "Reel-bait- 
ing." Now the Government is trying 
to put back into the jaws of the law, 
the teeth that peacetime has drawn,

dustries in the last two years as has 
Arkansas. 


These two advantages, a • Workmen's 


Compensation Law, and Tax Exemp- 
tion, only recently caused the largest 
pulp mill in the South to be located 
just over the line in Louisiana.

er or both of these petitions, call at the 
Chamber of Commerce office and your 
signature will be gladly received. 
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and promises some real champing in 
the coming Nazi spy trails.

Toy' Railroad Shuttles 


Freight Under Chicago 


CHICAGO—(fl3)—One of the nation's 


unique railroads uses 150 miniature j 
electric locomotives and more than 
3.000 small freight cars along 65 miles \ 
of catacombed tracks 45 feet beneath 
Chicago's busy loop business district. 


The Chicago freight tunnel system, 


as it is called, was built in eight years 
at a cost of about 530,000,000. Now 
the operating company is beginning to 
worry about transportation trucks. 


Year after year, 24 hours n day, the 


tiny electric trains in the tunnel sys- 
tem have been plying back and forth 
beneath the Chicago river, down to 
Lake Michigan and west to warehouses 
and railroad terminals, handling more 
than 1,000 tons of freight daily. Mov- 
ing these goods on the surface would 
add to Loop congestion. 


The trains run between 15 and 30 


miles an hour through air conditioned 
concrete tunnels seven and one-half 
feet high and six feet wide. Electric
